Continuation of 2. NOTE: Applicant's amendments would overcome the objection to claims for containing non-elected subject matter. 
However, Applicant's amendments would not overcome the rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102. Applicant argues that the full publication of the 
Showalter Abstract itself, and thus the CAS abstract describing it, do not disclose anyting about the compound anthra[1 ,9-cd]pyrazol- 
6(2H)-one, much less that it is an anti-cancer agent. However, the CAS ONLINE display of the abstract anticiptes the instant claims 
because the display contains a structure of an anthra[1 ,9-cd]pyrazol-6(2H)-one compound. Further, the CAS ONLINE display indicates 
that the compound relates to anticancer agents and has antitumor effects. Because the anthra[1 ,9-cd]pyra2ol-6(2H)-one compound 
appears in a display from a search of the instant invention in CAS ONLINE, a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102 is proper. 
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
